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Report of the Official Trustee 

Lethbridge, Alberta, 
March 15th, 1949. 

To The Water Users, 

Lethbridge Northern Irrigation District. 

I have much pleasure in presenting to you the Twenty-Eighth 
Annual Report of the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation District dealing 
with general conditions in the district, the operation and maintenance 
of the project and the financing of the district during the year 1948. 

While January 1948 was fairly mild and there was very little 
precipitation, February, March and April were colder than usual with 
frequent snow storms. A large quantity of snow accumulated during 
this period. Finally this snow melted, ran off very quickly, caused 
considerable damage and delayed the seeding of crops. Precipitation 
was about average in May, June and July, but in August, September 
and October there was only a total of about 0.30 inches, the lowest 
for this period since weather records were started at Lethbridge in 
1902. A strip of land between Iron Springs and Picture Butte and 
a portion of the Barr Hill area suffered some damage from hail. 
Strong winds in August shelled some grain in the district. In spite 
of these reverses, most of the farmers by good farming methods and 
irrigation obtained good crops and had a profitable year. 

In 1948, 463 water users harvested 11,508 acres of sugar beets 
as compared with 11,586 acres harvested by 486 water users in 1947. 
In 1948, the total yield was 125,896 tons, or an average of 10.94 tons 
per acre. In 1947, the total yield was 128,802 tons with an average 
yield of 11.11 tons per acre. The yield in both years was lower than 
most years, due to hail in 1947 and the backward and unfavourable 
weather conditions in the spring of 1948. The sugar content was 
17.185% in 1948, 16.914% in 1947 and 16.65% in 1946. The total 
payment for 1945 beets was $10.57 per ton, 1946 beets was $12.16 
per ton, 1947 beets was $14.98 per ton and 1948 beets will, it is 
expected, be about the same as 1947 beets. 

In addition to sugar beets, the following areas were planted under 
contract to other specialized crops: 

1637 acres of seed peas. 

117 acres of mustard for seed. 

700 acres of potatoes, and about 

600 acres of other crops. 

There is no record of the areas planted to each variety in the 
last item, but it consisted of canning peas, beans, corn, turnips, carrots, 
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cabbage, cucumbers, parsnips and radishes for seed. In addition, 
quite a lot of specialized crops were grown without a contract. Most 
of the specialized crops produced good yields and turned out quite 
profitable for the grower. 


The Colonization Manager reports that ten additional contracts 
were issued during the year, bringing the total of land and water 
right agreements up to 1087. During the year, 109 contracts were 
paid up, making a total of 833 or 76% now paid up in full. This 
means that there will be no more capital payments to be made on 
these particular lands. Quite a number of the balance of the con¬ 
tracts are nearly paid up and the number of contracts in poor stand¬ 
ing has decreased. The following table shows the standing of the 
contracts at the end of 1947 and 1948:

A large percentage of arrears of rates and interest have been paid 
since the end of December. 


The Colonization Manager also reports that the total amount 
collected in 1948 was $622,325.05, which is $8,335.28 less than was 
collected in 1947. This decrease is due to the fact that there are 
fewer land and water right contracts to collect from. 

The total amount collected for the Provincial Treasurer repre¬ 
senting payments on land contracts, interest, lease revenue and irri¬ 
gation rates was $285,315.33 as compared with $306,466.69 in 1947.

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Loans outstanding at the end of 1948 amounted to $12,219.64, 
of which $1,419.62 were made before 1948. Most of these loans have 
been repaid since the end of the year. 

All of the lands turned over to the Colonization Manager have 
been sold or are under option lease. He cannot, therefore, place any 
new settlers on land. New settlers are however being absorbed in 
the district right along. During the past two years, 62 families aver¬ 
aging 6 to 7 individuals each have been settled in the district as hired 
help by the Dutch Reformed Church. Some of these families will 
operate as tenants in 1949. Forty-seven displaced families and 155 
displaced single persons have also been placed in the district during 
the past two years. A number of Polish veterans were located in the 
district but most of them have since gone elsewhere. Some of the 
single displaced persons have also left the district. The men with 
wives and families make better settlers and stay on the project. A 
large percentage of the beet labour is Japanese who came from Brit¬ 
ish Columbia early in the war. Some of them are tenants and a few 
have become purchasers of irrigable land. Over fifty per cent of the 
present beet growers came to the project as beet labourers. 

Reports of the District Manager and the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the District and the Provincial Auditor for the year 1948 will be 
published herewith and should be read to get an account of the oper¬ 
ations and transactions of the District and its financial position. 

It is felt that the reserve for Maintenance and Contingencies 
should be still further increased during the present period of high 
prices so that the district will be in a sound financial position when 
less prosperous periods come again. It is, therefore, proposed to levy 
a service charge of $1.75 per acre in 1949 so that another addition 
can be made to the Maintenance and Contingencies reserve this year. 

All matters of importance pertaining to the management and 
administration of the affairs of the district were fully discussed with 
the Advisory Committee, and I wish to again record my appreciation 
of the advice and assistance from it. 

I wish also to record my thanks to the staffs of both the Leth¬ 
bridge Northern Irrigation District and the Colonization Branch of the 
Department of Water Resources for faithful and efficient service dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

In closing, I wish to ask the water users to attend at least one 
of the Annual Meetings and to bring their copies of the printed report 
with them.

Sir:—I submit herewith for your consideration my report for the 
year 1948. 

We have come to a serious situation pertaining to Revenue from 
Water Service Rates. When the district was formed we had 104,000 
acres irrigable. Since that time the irrigable area has been decreased 
by 14,000 acres or approximately 1/10 of the original irrigable area 
through seepage and reclassification, which makes a very large slice 
in the revenue derived from Water Service Rates. 

The revenue derived from Water Service Rates in 1948 is as 
follows:

In the previous year we had $5,607.17 in arrears for Water Ser¬ 
vice, a difference of a little better than $300,00 

RESERVE ACCOUNT 

During the year we sold the following bonds: 

16x$ 1,000 Prov. of Sask. 5V 2 % due Oct. 1st, 1952, 

10 x$ 1,000 Prov. of Sask. 3 % due Sept. 1st, 1954, and we 
purchased in return 

29 x$ 1,000 Prov. of Sask. 3 % due Mar. 1st, 1963 and 

lx$1,000 Prov. of Sask. due May 15th, 1964. 

This was done mostly by trading thereby increasing the reserve 
by 4 x $ 1,000.00 bonds. The Bonds now held in the reserve account 
are as follows: 
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Province of Saskatchewan 104 x $1,000.00 
Province of Alberta 50 x$ 1,000.00 
Province of Saskatchewan 1 x $500.00 
making a total amount of $154,500.00 par value. 

The acreage seeded to specialized crops was about the same as 
in the previous year; owing to the late spring there were some fail¬ 
ures. Generally speaking a good return was recorded by most of the 
waterusers. 


There were 11,883 acres planted to sugar beets. The following 
are the averages in the various subdivisions:

The per acre average was slightly lower but the sugar content 
was higher. 

Part of the District will be supplied by electricity as contracts 
have been signed and erection of power lines will take place this year. 

In closing I wish again to express my appreciation of the co¬ 
operation of our office staff, also the Lethbridge Northern Coloniza¬ 
tion Manager’s Staff, the Advisory Committee and the Ratepayers 
during 1948.

Dear Sir: Herewith I submit for your information and consid¬ 
eration, a report of the business in the year 1948 and an estimate of 
expenditures for the year 1949. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

The season started off the same as the year before. The spring 
run-off in both years happened very quickly and water did not get a 
chance to soak into the ground but ran into the low spots. This 
flooded large areas and rendered it useless for crop that year. Both 
the last two springs have been very unusual. From all indications it 
does not look as if it will be like that this spring as the ground went 
into the winter very dry and it will take up surplus moisture as fast 
as the snow melts. The precipitation for the growing season was less 
than the previous year, but was spread over the season better and 
gave a better crop year. The demand for water was not heavy in the 
early part of the season and as there was no water run in the smaller 
ditches, the weeds and grass grew profusely and gave us considerable 
difficulty running water through this. The flood in the river was the 
highest since 1942 and caused considerable damage and changing its 
channel above the diversion dam. This new channel is now in good 
shape to do protection work as it has picked up more length which 
was needed. The debris deposited on the dam was the worst we have 
experienced for a number of years and cost getting this out was con¬ 
siderable. 

OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE STAFF 

Two ditchriders resigned during the year, namely Malcolm 
Campbell and A. E. Gorzitza. One we had to replace temporarily, 
but now they are replaced by R. Black and T. Saito. 

RECORDS OF FLOW IN CANALS 

The flow of the Main Canal and larger branch canals records 
were obtained aS usual. 

The total flow at the guaging station on the main canal which is 
2V 2 miles north of the Oldman Flume, was 98,180 acre-feet which 
would be the same as an average stream running of 292 cubic feet per 
second during the season. The flow at this station, located near the 
beginning of the irrigable land gives the quantity of water used in the 
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District during the season. Water was running in this canal from 
May 12th to October 29th. The highest flow was on July 27th and 
28th when 650 cubic feet per second was running. 

The total quantity of water diverted into the Monarch Branch 
for Monarch and Commerce Units was 23,700 acre-feet or an average 
stream of 92 cubic feet per second running for the season. Water 
was turned into this canal from May 31st to October 24th. The 
highest flow was on July 23rd when 245 cubic feet per second was 
running. 

The total quantity of water diverted from Keho reservoir through 
the Turin branch canal for Picture Butte, Albion Ridge, and Turin 
units was 21,830 feet or an average flow of 74 cubic feet per second for 
the season. The highest stage was on July 14th when 395 cubic feet 
per second was running. Water was running in this canal from May 
24th to October 23rd.

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EXPENDITURES DURING 1948 


In order to make a comparison and study, a schedule showing 
the expenditures for 1946, 1947, 1948 and an estimate for 1949 is 
attached. The headings of the accounts are the same as those used 
in former years and have been fully explained in former reports. 


As capital expenditures are not directly comparable from year 
to year, a brief explanation of each item will be given. The expendi¬ 
ture on additional canals is for drainage ditch south of Iron Springs. 
The expenditure on additional structures is for culvert pipe. On 
betterment to canals, the expenditure was to finish straightening out 
canal in the Albion Ridge unit. The expenditure for betterment to 
structures is for lumber and finishing replacing Willow Creek Flume 
and it also includes cut-off walls for concrete drops. The expenditures 
for replacement of structures during 1948 were as follows:

In the foregoing summary, the expenditures are all for replac¬ 
ing wooden structures. The expenditure under item telephone sys¬ 
tem is for new poles and under lands this expenditure is for purchase 
of the N.W. 10-11-24 and W% S.E. 22-10-24. These lands are dam¬ 
aged by seepage. 

Under general administration the expenditures are similar to 
other years except in salaries where cost of collections are higher. 

The summary giving details of maintenance and operation expend¬ 
itures is attached hereto. This is the same one as the one shown in the 
Auditor’s Report with the exception that this does not show depreciat¬ 
ion on equipment. In looking over 1948 expenditures, under mainten¬ 
ance and repairs to structures in Macleod and Monarch Units, this item 
in both these units is exceptionally high. This is on account of heavy 
traffic using ordinary roads on account of the highway being under 
construction and this heavy traffic was very destructive to our bridges. 
In item wages, this includes an amount of $3,244.12 which was re¬ 
funded to the district for dwelling accommodation which is credited 
in revenue. A second Vz yard dragline was purchased and the two 
machines did good work. These two machines did enough custom 
work to help out in the cost of operating. In expenditure for equip¬ 
ment four light deliveries, one two-ton truck, one heavy tractor, a 
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perforated bucket and trailer for moving draglines were purchased 
besides the dragline mentioned above. 

A good profit was made on our farms. 

ESTIMATE FOR 1949 

The estimated capital expenditures are as follows: In the item 
Betterment to Structures, this is mostly for cut-off walls for concrete 
structures; under Replacement of Structures, the estimate is for re¬ 
placing small wooden structures. Under fencing an amount for 
fencing N.W. 10-11-24-4 which we now own. 

In estimating for Maintenance and Operation provision has been 
made for operating two draglines- Have also provided for painting 
several houses as this is very necessary on account of not doing much 
the last few years. There is also provision for purchasing five light 
deliveries, a two-ton truck and two cars. 

In estimate for general administration is similar to last year’s 
expenditure under this heading. Other items are similar to last year’s 
expenditures. 

SERVICE CHARGE 

The total assessable area is estimated to be approximately 91,200 
acres. On account of high prices, higher labor costs and new equip¬ 
ment more money is needed. I recommend that the service charge 
be $1.75 per acre for 1949.

I have audited the books and records of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation District for the year ended December 31, 1948. The fol¬ 
lowing statements and schedules are submitted herewith:

The Government of the Province of Alberta, by Chapter 1, Sta¬ 
tutes of Alberta 1945 (Second Session) made provision for implement¬ 
ing its guarantee in respect of the debenture liability of the District. 
The effect of this Act together with Chapter 102, Revised Statutes of 
Alberta 1942, The Lethbridge Northern Colonization Act, is to relieve 
the District of its debenture liability and the charges appertaining 
thereto. As at the date of this report debentures aggregating $37,000.00 
of a total issue of $5,400,000.00 remained outstanding in the hands 
of the public. 

RESULT OF OPERATIONS 

Operations for the year ended December 31, 1948 resulted in a 
surplus of $4,474.47 as compared with a deficit of $6,147.96 for the 
previous fiscal year. Details of operations are shown in Statement D 
and accompanying schedules. 

The 1948 water levy amounted to $137,255.56 and was com¬ 
prised of:

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Maintenance and operation expenses amounted to $102,854.59 
as shown in Schedule 1, a decrease of $5,026.68 as compared with the 
previous year. 

Administration and general expenses amounted to $11,259.56 
as detailed in Schedule 2, an increase of $2,311.97 over the previous 
year. 

FINANCIAL POSITION 

The financial position of the District is set forth on the attached 
Balance Sheet, Statement A. 

Investments in debentures, held by the Treasury Branch, Leth¬ 
bridge, were verified by actual examination and are summarized 
hereunder:

Inventories of $29,854.71 were supported by detailed lists and 
certified as to quantities and values by responsible officials of the 
District. 

The irrigation system has been valued for Balance Sheet pur¬ 
poses at $3,375,135.79 being original cost less the reserve provided by 
the retirement of short term debentures and the sinking fund avail¬ 
able as at June 1, 1945 to retire the outstanding debenture liability 
with subsequent additions and betterments to the system recorded at 
cost. 


Charges in lieu of rates due from waterusers amounted to $6,- 
725.44 and are offset by a liability to the Provincial Treasurer.
